It is an easy thing for us to say 
what we shall or will not do, but the 
best way to find out is to wait and see. 
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This is a true saying, If a man de- 
sire the office of a bishop, he desireth 
a good work. A bishop then must be 
blameless, the husband of one wife, 
vigilant, sober, of good behavior, given 
to hospitality, apt to teach; Not given 
to wine, no striker, not greedy of filthy 
lucre; but patient, not a brawler, not 
covetous; One that ruleth well his 
own house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity; (For if a man 
know not how to rule his own house, 
how shall he take care of the church 
of God?) Not a novice, lest being lifted 
up with pride he fall into the con- 
demnation of the devil. Moreover he 
must have a good report of them 
which are without; lest he fall into 
reproach and the snare of the devil.— 
1 Tim. 3:1-7. 


The office of a bisnop refers to the 
pastorate of a church. The minister 
who desires to pastor a church, de- 
sireth a good work. In the above text 
of seven verses Paul described the 
qualifications of a pastor by setting 
forth NINE THINGS THAT THE 
PASTOR MUST BE and SIX THINGS 
THAT THE PASTOR MUST NOT BE. 
The qualifications of a pastor de- 
pend on his ability and power TO BE 
CERTAIN THINGS and equally so on 
the grace that he possesses to NOT 
BE CERTAIN OTHER THINGS. The 
minister may be possessed with all 
the good qualities set forth by Paul 
in the text and yet ruin his ministry 
by doing one or the other of the 
things that are prohibited, or vice 
versa. In other words, the sin of 
OMISSION or that of COMMISSION 
would equally blight his life and de- 
stroy the power and success of his 
ministry. The pastor, therefore, has 
two goals to strive for, one TO BE and 
the other NOT TO BE. 


SIX THINGS THAT THE PASTOR 
MUST NOT BE 

It might be taken for granted that 
a man before conversion may be one 
who drinks wine, is a striker, a brawl- 
er, greedy of filthy lucre, covetous 
and with no ministerial experience. 
These are the six things that a pas- 
tor MUST NOT BE. 

At conversion he should overcome 
drinking, striking, brawling, greed, 
and covetousness. After conversion he 


' should be endued with power and be 


anointed to preach the gospel, then 
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continue his study and preparation 
serving as a novice minister. Follow- 
ing we will deal with each of the six 
disqualifying features separately. 

HE MUST NOT BE A STRIKER 

The word “strike” is commonly used 
in two ways. First, it means to hit, 
smite, dash against, or to give or deal 
a blow; second, it means a stopping of 
work. A striker would be one who 
strikes a blow; or second, it could 
mean one who quits work. The pastor 
must not be either. 

When Paul said the pastor must 
not be a striker he doubtless had in 
mind striking back with fiery words. 
Words are often more powerful and 
damaging than a blow with the hand 
or even with a sword or other dan- 
gerous implements of warfare. The 
pastor is often misunderstood and 
misquoted; his purpose is sometimes 
mistaken. He is often falsely accused 
and grossly misrepresented, which 
irritates him. Then follows the temp- 
tation of defence and “getting them 
told.” 


The pulpit should never be used for 
defence or as a fortress from which to 
strike. It is indeed a refuge, and there 
the minister is temporarily safe. No 
one is likely to strike back at the pas- 
tor in the pulpit, but if he takes ad- 
vantage of the security of the pulpit 
in order to strike, when he leaves the 
pulpit and the congregation leaves 
the pew the war begins. The pastor 
becomes an undefended target. His 
activities, influence, and lifework are 
attacked. 

The pastor has too much at stake 
to start a war. In such wars and 
fighting many of those whom God 
has committed to his care will be 
wounded, and some possibly spiritual- 
ly killed. The pastor may come 
through as a fighting hero and con- 
sole himself in the fact that he “got 
them told,” or turned them out of the 
church, but in such wars both sides 
always lose; the church is greatly 
hurt and the pastor loses much of his 
influence. But it all starts by unnec- 
essary words, and is kindled into a 
great uncontrollable and destructive 
fire. Behold how great a matter a lit- 
tle fire kindleth, and how great a war

doth a few words start. 

HE MUST NOT BE A BRAWLER 

A brawl is a row, or a noisy quarrel. 
A brawler is one who promotes rows 
among the people, and creates noisy 
quarrels. 

The pastor must be peaceful, and 
keep his congregation at peace with 
one another. It is always easy for a 
pastor to pick a quarrel with his 
congregation or keep a row stirred up 
among the members of his church, 
but it requires tact to be a keeper of 
peace. 

Most chronic church quarrels and 
rows involve the pastor either direct- 
ly or indirectly and especially if he 
himself is a brawler. General church 
feuds and divisions of local congre- 
gations will have little to support 
them if the pastor is sweet and tact- 
ful and does not brawl himself. 

Christ is the Prince of peace and 
declared the peacemaker to be 
blessed. The writer of Hebrews ad- 
vised that we “follow peace with all 
men.” One of the most beautiful 
things on earth is a pastor and his 
flock working peacefully together for 
the advancement of the cause for 
which the Prince of peace died. 


The peace-loving pastor will have 
but few brawls in his church. Those 
that do arise can be subdued in most 
cases if properly handled, and peace 
can be restored in the pews immedi- 
ately. We will have better churches 
when we have better pastors who 
have all the brawling substance tak- 
en out of them. The pastor must 
seek peace and pursue it. He must 
have peace in his own individual soul, 
and preach to his congregation peace 
with God and one another. 

HE MUST NOT BE GREEDY OF 

FILTHY LUCRE 

“Greedy” means eagerly desirous. 
Filthy lucre is money, especially ill- 
gotten gain. The pastor must not be 
greedy after money. He must especi- 
ally not take undue methods to get 
money, but should be satisfied with 
what God has promised him—food 
and raiment. 

The minister of the gospel must 
understand from the beginning that 
he has not entered his vocation to 
make money. Preaching the gospel is 
not a money-making profession.

Christian Observer says that there 
were 140,077. Of these, 136,769 were 
men and 3,308 were women. This was 
a decline of 8,771 from the number of 
148,848 in 1930.

Of 
these, 90.8 per cent received salaries of 
less than $2,500 for the year; 51 per 
cent received salaries of less than 
$1,200; 24.4 per cent received salaries 
of less than $600.

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¢ dtven Men Went Singing into Heaven 


“One of the strangest experiences 
in my life is connected with war,’ 
says Nordenberg, an eminent engi- 
neer in Finland. 
“I offered my services to the Gov- 
ernment and was appointed an of- 
ficer in General Mannerheim’s army. 
It was a terrible time. We beseiged 
the town. It had been taken by the 
Red Army and we retook it. A num- 
ber of Red prisoners were under my 
guard. Seven of them were to be shot 
at dawn on Monday. I shall never for- 
get the preceding Sunday. The seven 
doomed men were kept in the base- 
ment of the town hall. In the passage 
my men stood at attention with their 
rifles. 
“The atmosphere was filled with 
hatred. My soldiers were drunk with 
victory and taunted their prisoners, 
who swore as much as they could and 
beat the walls with their bleeding 
fists. Others called for their wives 
and children who were far away. At 
dawn they were all to die. 
“We had the victory, that was true 
enough; but the value of this seemed 
to diminish as the night advanced. J 
began to wonder whether there did 
not rest a curse on arms whichever 
side used them. 
“Then something happened: one of 
the men doomed to death began to 
sing! ‘He is mad!’ was everybody’s 
first thought. But I had noticed this 
man, Koskinen, had not raved and 
cursed like the others. Quietly he had 
sat on his bench, a picture of utter 
despair. Nobody said anything to him 
—each was carrying his burden in his 
own way and Koskinen sang, rather 
waveringly at first, then his voice 
grew stronger and filled out, and be- 
came natural and free. All the prison- 
ers turned and looked at the singer 
who now seemed to be in his element: 
Safe in the arms of Jesus, safe on His 
gentle breast, 

There by His love o’ershadowed, 
sweetly my soul shall rest. 

Hark, ’tis the voice of angels, borne in 
a song to me 

Over the fields of glory, over the jas- 
per sea. 

“Over and over again Koskinen 
sang that verse and when he finished 


— was quiet for a few minutes 


until a wild-looking individual broke 
out with, ‘Where did you get that, you 
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fool? Are you trying to make us re- 
ligious?’ 

“Koskinen looked at his comrades 
and his eyes filled with tears. Then he 
asked quietly: ‘Comrades, will you 
listen to me for a minute? You asked 
me where I got this song; it was from 
The Salvation Army. I heard it there 
three weeks ago. At first I also 
laughed at this song but it got me. 
It is cowardly to hide your beliefs; 
the God my mother believed in has 
now became my God also. I cannot 
tell you how it happened, but I know 
that it has happened. I lay awake last 
night and suddenly I felt that I had 
to find the Savior and to hide in Him. 
Then I prayed—like the thief on the 
cross—that Christ would forgive me 
and cleanse my sinful soul, and make 
me ready to stand before Him whom 
I should meet soon. 

“Tt was a strange night,’ con- 
tinued Koskinen. ‘There were times 
when everything seemed to shine 
around me. Verses from the Bible and 
from the song book came to my 
mind. They brought a message of the 
crucified Savior and the blood that 
cleanses from sin and of the home He 
has prepared for us. I thanked Him, 
accepted it, and since then this verse 
has been sounding inside me. It was 
God’s answer to my prayer. I could 
no longer keep it to myself! Within 
a few hours I shall be with the Lord, 
saved by His grace.’ 

“Koskinen’s face shone as by an in- 
ward light. His comrades sat there 
quietly. He himself stood there trans- 
fixed. My soldiers were listening to 
what this Red revolutionist had to 
say. 

“*You are right, Koskinen,’ said one 
of his comrades at last, ‘If only I 
knew that there is mercy for me, too! 
But these hands of mine have shed 
blood and I have reviled God and 
trampled on all that is holy. Now I re- 
alize that there is a hell and that it 
is the proper place for me.’ 

“He sank to the ground with de- 
spair depicted on his face. ‘Pray for 
me, Koskinen,’ he groaned, ‘tomorrow 
I shall die and my soul will be in the 
hands of the devil!’ 

“And there these two Red soldiers 
went down on their knees and prayed 


for each other. It was no long prayer, 


but it opened Heaven for both, and 


we who listened to it forgot our ha- 
tred. It melted in the light from 
Heaven, for here two men who were 
soon to die sought reconciliation with 
God. A door leading into the invisible 
stood ajar and we were entranced by 
the sight. 

“Let me tell you shortly that by 
the time it was four o’clock all Kos- 
kinen’s comrades had followed his ex- 
ample and began to pray. The change 
in the atmosphere was indescribable. 
Some of them sat on the floor, others 
talked of spiritual things. 

“The night had almost gone and 
day was dawning. No one had had a 
moment’s sleep. ‘Sing the song once 
more for us, Koskinen,’ said one of 
them. And you should have heard 
them sing! Not only that song but 
verses and choruses long forgotten 
came forth from their memories as 
buds in the sunshine. The soldiers on 
guard united their voices with them. 

“The town clock struck six. How I 
wished I could have begged for grace 
for these men, but I knew that this 
was impossible. 

“Between two rows of soldiers they 
marched out to execution. One of 
them asked to be allowed once more 
to sing Koskinen’s song. Permission 
was granted. Then they asked to die 
with uncovered faces—and with 
hands raised to Heaven they sang 
with might and main: 

Safe in the arms of Jesus, safe on His 
gentle breast. 

When the last lines had died out the 

lieutenant gave the word, ‘Fire!’ and 

the seven Red soldiers had fought 

their last fight. We inclined our heads 

in silent prayer. 

“What had happened in the hearts 
of others I do not know, but so far as 
I was concerned I was a new man 
from that hour. I had met Christ in 
one of His lowliest and youngest dis- 
ciples and I had seen enough to re- 
alize that I, too, could be His. ‘The 
Lord looketh from heaven; he behold- 
eth all the sons of men’” (Psalm 33: 
13).

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An Exposition of 


HEBREWS 6:4; 10:26

To those who may have fallen by the 
wayside the enemy likes to pervert 
these scriptures and make the poor 
unfortunate backslider believe he has 
no chance to be renewed. I believe that 
many times the careless way these 
scriptures have been preached to peo- 
ple has destroyed the hope of many an 
honest-hearted backslider who would 
have repented if he had not been 
made to believe he had committed the 
unpardonable sin to which these 
scriptures have reference. 


First, we want to notice to whom 
these scriptures were written. The 
book of Hebrews was written to Jews 
who had been converted from the old 
temple worship to faith in Christ. The 
date was somewhere between A. D. 33 
and A. D. 70, for the temple was still 
standing. The argument is that the 
new covenant is the reality of which 
the first covenant was the type. The 
type consisted of a blood sacrifice 
which symbolically gave the offerer 
salvation, while in reality his salvation 
came from the new testament, which 
necessarily is a sacrifice, even the Lord 
Jesus at Calvary. Christianity is a re- 
sult of what happened at the cross. 
The author of Hebrews argues that 
the system of the old temple sacri- 
fices was abrogated in the sacrifice of 
Christ on the cross, therefore the 
author is battling to stop a stampede 
from Christianity back to Judaism, a 
revolt in truth from the living God. 

Now let us look at Heb. 6:4-6, “For 
it is impossible for those who were once 
enlightened, and have tasted of the 
heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, and have 
tasted the good word of God, and the 
powers of the world to come, if they 
shall fall away, to renew them again 
to repentance; seeing they crucify to 
themselves the Son of God afresh, and 
put him to an open shame.” Some the- 
ologians claim that these experiences 
stop short of real faith in Christ. They 
base their argument on the Greek 
word “metochous,” which is translated 
“partakers,” that it does not mean 
possessors but just partner or helper. 
But more could not be said of any re- 
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generated man who hasn’t received 
the anointing of the Holy Ghost, and 
in St. John’s Gospel, where Jesus 
spoke of the Holy Spirit as the Parak- 
le-tos, we have the word that means 
advocate, consoler, one that goes 
along as a helper or partner. So we see 
He is a partner or helper to the true 
believers, too. Then Heb. 10:29 says of 
these same apostates, “Of how much 
sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall be 
thought worthy, who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant. 
wherewith he was sanctified, an un- 
holy thing, and hath done despite un- 
to the Spirit of grace?” So you see they 
had an experience subsequent to re- 
generation. Then how could an un- 
regenerated person have such light 
and knowledge of the Word of God, 
when Paul says in 1 Cor. 2:14 that the 
natural or unregenerated man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God .... neither can he know them 
because they are spiritually discerned? 
Also Dr. A. T. Robinson, an outstand- 
ing Greek scholar, says, “These ex- 
periences are given as actual exper- 
iences.” 

There are some expositors who say 
that the impossible of verse 6 is only 
with men but here I want to quote 
from Dr. Robinson again, “The adu- 
naton (impossible) comes first in 
verse 4 without estin (is) and there is 
no ‘them’ in the Greek. The present 
active infinitive of anakainizo (late 
verb, anakainos, here only in the New 
Testament but anakainoo, 2 Cor. 4:16; 
Col. 3:10), with adunaton, bluntly de- 
nies the possibility of renewal for 
apostates from Christ.” 


There are still others who put all the 
emphasis on the word “wilfully” sin 
and claim that all who have been con- 
verted and fall from grace by wilful 
sin cannot be renewed, but is not any 
sin that would cause anyone to really 
backslide a wilful sin? Let us see if 
that is the case. Now turn with me to 
2 Cor 12:21, “And lest, when I come 
again, my God will humble me among 
you, and that I shall bewail many 
which have sinned already, and have 





not repented of the uncleanness and 
fornication and lasciviousness which 
they have committed.” Now in the 
common meaning of the word “wilful” 
what sin could be committed more wil- 
ful than fornication, because all Chris- 


tians know that it breaks one of the - 


commandments and is first conceived 
in the heart, then given birth in ac- 
tion? So it is usually well thought over 
and planned before it is committed. 
But doesn’t Paul leave the inference 
that they could have repented, so he 
does not locate the wilful sin of Heb. 
10:26 with such a wilful, heinous sin 
as fornication. 

Now just what is the sin that the 
writer of Hebrews has reference to and 
is warning the Jews against? First, 
against letting the New Testament 
truth slip away, 2:1-4; second, against 
hardening the heart against the Holy 
Spirit, 3:7-19; third, against falling 
away, 5-6:12; fourth, against commit- 
ting the wilful sin of treading under 
foot the Son of God and counting the 
blood an unholy thing and doing de- 
spite or insult to the Holy Spirit, Heb. 
10:26-29. This is a terrible picture but 
the ray of light comes in verse 8 
where it says, “Seeing they crucify 
Christ and put him to an open shame.” 
Now this should be a warning to any 
one trying to do treachery to Christ. 
These Jews had examined Christ and 
knew Christianity was right and then 
were willingly turning away from 
Christ and going back to Judaism, 
thus virtually confirming the judg- 
ment of the actual crucifiers, declaring 
that they too had made trial of Jesus 
and found Him no true Messiah. 

Jesus said in St. Mark 3:28 that all 
sins and blasphemies shall be forgiven 
unto the sons of men except blas- 
phemy against the Holy Ghost. Some 
tell us that Heb. 6:4 and 10:26 do not 
refer to sinning against the Holy 
Ghost. The Greek translation of Heb. 
6:6 says “exposing him publicly.” Let 
us call on a converted orthodox Jew 
who had a thorough knowledge of 
what is required of an apostate re- 
turning from Christianity to Judaism. 
The late and distinguished Bible 
teacher, Rev. Myer Pearlman, of Cen- 
tral Bible Institute, Springfield, Mis- 
souri, says, “They must make the pub- 
lic statement that Jesus was a male- 
factor and should have been crucified, 
and that He did His miracles by Beel- 
zebub the prince of devils.” Now would 


that not be doing “insult to the Spirit,” » 
and the same thing the scribes were- 


doing when Jesus warned them 
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against blaspheming the Holy Ghost? 
Most Bible scholars agree that blas- 
pheming the Holy Ghost is ascribing 
the power of the Holy Ghost to that of 
the devil. Now just think what an 
awful sin it would be for anyone who 
thus despises the blood of Christ 
wherewith he was sanctified, and who 
also insults the Holy Spirit, and that 
after receiving His blessings. There- 
fore these apostates had rendered 
their hearts so hard that they would 
be impervious to the ministry of the 
Holy Spirit. Here let me give the literal 
Greek of Heb. 10:26, “For (where) 
willingly we sin after receiving the 
knowledge of the truth, no longer a 
sacrifice for ‘sins remains.’” You see 
they willingly or gladly turned against 
Christ and the Holy Spirit. 


The reason the devil had them to 
say such awful things about Christ’s 
blood and the Holy Spirit, they had 
once escaped from his bondage of sin 
and he wanted to get eternal security 
on them. So, to those who may be 
fallen by the wayside, it behooves you 
to make your way back to Christ be- 
cause the Bible does not contradict it- 
self and the Bible says, “He that will 
come unto me I will in nowise cast 
out.” Now those apostates of the book 
of Hebrews, who had so sinned against 
the Holy Ghost, would not return to 
Christ for pardon because the Holy 
Ghost must give the desire to anyone 
to return to Christ. They had insulted 
the Holy Ghost and He had left them 
just like a ship upon the ocean with- 
out a pilot, just to be dashed against 
the rocks of the shore by the tide. 

After ali, I think God should be the 
only judge of anyone who has so 
sinned. I don’t believe in marking off 
so many dead lines for people, because 
if we destroy their faith and hope of 
forgiveness we have made a dead line 
for them, “for we must believe that 
Christ is a rewarder of those that dili- 
gently seek him.” Neither do I want to 
pin a bouquet on backsliding, because 
you always lose something in back- 
sliding. In the Old Testament, those 
great leaders lost their positions when 
they sinned. Moses failed to get to 
lead the children of Israel into Canaan, 
but he was saved and the Bible says 
God buried him. You remember Jesus 
said that salt when it has lost its savor 
is good for nothing and I think he was 
referring to influence. Influence is like 
a plant, when injured it takes longer 
than a lifetime to get over it. Also, you 
remember the prodigal son, when he 
returned, had a fatted calf, the finest 
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robe, a ring on his hand, shoes on his 
feet and, the best of all, his father’s 
kiss of forgiveness, but when the 
elder brother got jealous the father 
said, “All I have is thine,” showing 
that the elder son had all the inheri- 
tance and that the prodigal did not 
receive back what he squandered. 
Now if anyone is in a high position in 
the kingdom of God, heinous sins will 
so injure his influence as_ to disin- 
herit him from those positions. 

In conclusion, dear one who may 
have fallen by the wayside, if you feel 
a desire, though it be ever so small, 
cultivate that desire because all heav- 
en bids you come. Christ said in Rev. 
22:17, “And the Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that heareth 
say, Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely.” So come 
back to Father’s house and receive His 
robe of righteousness, shoes, ring, the 
fatted calf, and, glory hallelujah, best 
of all, your heavenly Father’s kiss of 
forgiveness that will assure you an 
abundant entrance into the city of 
God.

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Spiritual Observance

Matt. 28:16-20, “Then the eleven 
disciples went away into Galilee, into 
a@ mountain where Jesus had ap- 
pointed them. And when they saw 
him, they worshipped him: but some 
doubted. And Jesus came and spake 
unto them, saying, All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth. Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world. Amen.” 

God is anointing His messengers 
with holy boldness and mighty power 
in these last days to declare His Word, 
and His workers of every office or 
post of duty are receiving daily a new 
infilling and refilling of spiritual 
strength to carry on under the strain 
of this evil day. It is not only fulfill- 
ing His great command that these 
carry on this great and eternal pro- 
gram, but it is a great essentiality. 
God forbid that we would ever say 
anything that would discourage these 
sources of spirituality, but rather en- 
courage them. There is a very urgent 
need of a “spiritual observance” of 
those things that are being done by 
and through the working of the liv- 
ing Spirit of God among us. It is this 
need I feel inspired to dwell on in this 
writing. 

There is a special definition to this 
word “observance” and I will arrange 
this meeting in three different parts 
and dwell on them separately. The 
first is: To take notice of, or to be- 
hold with attention. And that it is a 
“spiritual” observance is also noticed. 
The messenger of God is anointed 
with the power of His (God’s) might, 
that he may be able to declare to us 
the whole counsel of God’s Word, as 
we triumph over the demon powers 
and opposing spirits of the under- 
world. We are very much responsible 
for the way we receive his message, 
and the way we abide by it, or by the 
Word which he gives us. God requires 
us to give our most earnest attention 
to the hearing of the message of His 
Word, and to behold it to the extent 
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that whatsoever we ask in His name 
shall be done, according to John 15:7. 
So many people hear the Word and 
pay so little attention to it. They 
couldn’t tell you even what the 
preacher’s text or subject was after 
leaving church. That is failing to ob- 
serve or to behold what we have 
heard of God’s Word, which is strict- 
ly life unto life, or death unto death. 
I remember very well when father 
would instruct us; if we failed to ob- 
serve or pay attention to what he had 
told us we were certainly reminded of 
it by a whipping or other ways of 
punishment, until we would abide by 
his commandments. So it is with the 
children of God. If we fail to observe 
or pay attention to the message of 
His Word, we do not get by with it. 
When the whipping comes we are re- 
minded of our carelessness. 

If the children of the household of 
God are punished for not “observing” 
the Word of God, where shall the 
sinner and the ungodly appear? Many 
times if we would give more observ- 
ance to respect and submit ourselves 
and our all to the presence of God’s 
Spirit in our midst, the Holy Ghost, 
which brings the message and con- 
victs the sinner, would be in full con- 
trol, the service of God would be less 
hindered by powers of darkness, God’s 
great program would be more glo- 
rious, more profitable, and our souls 
would be made happy because we had 
given our undivided attention to the 
Word. God uses man to carry out His 
program, and the more we recognize 
and “observe” (respect God’s Word), 
the more of God’s Spirit we have in 
God’s services. The Spirit and the 
Word agree. The man or the woman 
that fails to observe the Word of God 
to their heart and life, will not no- 
tice the warning or the wooing of His 
Spirit, will surely receive damnation 
to their soul and suffer the punish- 
ment of the wicked. All souls who dis- 
respect or fail to regard His com- 
mandments are subject to the pun- 
ishment of God’s great wrath. The 
Apostle Peter forgot that Jesus said 
before the cock crew twice he would 
deny Him thrice, but when the cock 
crew he remembered the sayings of 


Jesus and wept bitterly. So, my dear 
friend, carelessness, disrespect, fail- 
ing to give attention to the Word of 
life, will bring us misery, suffering, 
bitterness and woe. The wise man 
Solomon in his instructions to his son 
in Prov. 23:26, said, “My son, give me 
thine heart and let thine eyes ob- 
serve my way.” All through the Bible 
we find where God wants people to 
observe His ways. 


The next arrangement is: To keep 
religiously, or an acknowledgment of 
our obligations to God. Naturally 
speaking, we are respondent to many 
obligations in this life in order for us 
to get along or exist. Through the ne- 
cessity of life we are under obliga- 
tions to meet our debts, keep our 
word, and keep the source of re- 
sponse of our natural needs available. 
If we fail to keep our bills paid or to 
respond to our obligations, this 
source of natural needs will cease and 
we will suffer hunger and other hard- 
ships besides being dishonest, which 
is a sin in the sight of God, and the 
wages of sin is death. So we are not 
only subject to the penalty of the 
laws of our country but to the wrath 
of God. He gave His only Son to die 
for the sin of the entire world, for 
you and for me. Jesus died, gave up 
the ghost, and cried, “It is finished,” 
to bring us a plan of redemption from 
our sins. We are strictly obligated to 
meet His requirements and accept 
His plan of salvation for our lost 
souls, come to Him for mercy, be 
washed in His blood, and have the 
peace, joy, and blessed assurance of 
a hope, a living hope, that we may 
have peace with God and life ever- 
lasting. If we fail to meet our obliga- 
tions to God and His plan of redemp- 
tion, and accept His way of escape 
from a burning hell, then we must 
suffer the awful penalty of the judg- 
ment of the wrath of God. 


Oh, the pain and agony of a lost 
soul! We may hear the prayers and 
saintly instructions of our precious 
old dad and mother from our youth 
to our grave and not observe, or fail 
to respond to actually put them into 
practice, and be lost and go to a dev- 
il’s hell. You may join every church 
under the sun, hear every preacher 
preach in the United States, pay your 
just and honest debts, visit the sick, 
and yet fail to observe the Word of 
God, keep His commandments, pay 
your obligations to God above, accept 
His salvation, get your sins under the 
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blood of His Son Jesus, and then be 
turned away from the pearly gates. 
James 1:22 says, “But be ye doers of 
the word and not hearers only, de- 
ceiving your own selves.” We must 
actually put the thing into practice 
and sincerely do our obligations to 
God. Not just hear and pay no atten- 
tion, but really and truly pay our ob- 
ligations. It is the only way to keep 
religious. It isn’t hard to pay our ob- 
ligations to God. It is simple and easy. 
When we step out for God and begin 
to put into action what we know to 
do, we have the blessings of God in 
our life and the smile of His approval 
on our respondence, which brings us 
peace, joy, and happiness that human 
tongue can’t express. Paying our ob- 
ligations to God becomes a great 
pleasure. After all, religion is not a 
thing for us to keep, but it is certainly 
something that will keep us. The 
trouble with most people is that they 
try to keep religious without respond- 
ing to their obligations to God and 
His Word and keep religion. 

The third arrangement is: To 
comply with, or to put into practice. 
Quite a few things have been said 
concerning this already, but a few 
points remain. We testify that we 
have been washed by His (Christ’s) 
blood, have received the great endow- 
ment of power, which is the Holy 
Ghost. We praise God for leading us 
to the great way of holiness, to His 
own Bible Church, and yet so many 
times we fail to comply with its 
teachings, or put into practice God’s 
teachings in the beauty of holiness. 
Many people agree that we have to 
live clean holy lives and that they be- 
lieve the Church is right. They would 
fight for her right, yet they fail to 
observe her rules, or live up to her re- 
quirements. Others say they believe 
it is right but they are too strict on 
their members and in the teachings 
and they can’t live it. My friend, you 
are mistaken in your point of view. 
If you have Jesus in your life it is 
easy to live it, for He said, “I am the 
way, the truth and the light.” It is 
easy for people to put into practice 
(or rather keep up) the things of the 
flesh, because they want to; it is the 
desire of the flesh. It would be fine to 
do the things you want to do and live 
in the flesh here if there wasn’t a 
hereafter to meet, but the works of 
the flesh yield the unpeaceful fruits 
not 
stand at the judgment. They are doers 
of the flesh. They will live in the lust 
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of sin, fail to comply with God’s eter- 
nal Word, His Church, His command- 
ments, and walk not after the Spirit 
but after the flesh, and shall surely 
suffer the loss of a doomed soul, re- 
ceive the wrath of an almighty God, 
and burn in hell while the ceaseless 
ages roll. 


The rich man of the sixteenth 
chapter of St. Luke begged for Laza- 
rus to be sent back to this world to 
preach to his five brothers the gospel 
he had failed to observe, lest they also 
land where he was in the fiery flames 
of torment. What about our present 
generation of people? God will not 
look on us with any less degree of 
punishment for our sins than He did 
the rich man of that day. .In Luke 
12:16-21 Jesus spoke of the man who 
laid not his treasures up in heaven 
but stored them away on earth and 
failed to observe that saying of God’s 
Word, “Lay not up treasures on earth 
where thieves break through and 
steal and where moth and rust dost 
corrupt, but lay up for yourself 
treasures in heaven.” There came a 
time when he needed treasures in 
heaven, but had failed to pay obliga- 
tions to God and store away treasures 
there. Therefore, God called him a 
fool. Many people have failed to ac- 
cept God’s plan of salvation for their 
souls, failed to keep His command- 
ments, because of pride in their hearts 


and lives, because of their high social 
life, and because of worldly treasures 
they have failed to give up for Jesus. 
God has managed to carry on His 
great and eternal program so far, and 
will forever carry it on as He has 
planned. He does not have to force you 
and me to come His way to fulfill His 
future plans. But where will we be, or 
what will we do, or how can we stand 
at the judgment without God? God 
does-not comply with poor little weak 
insignificant creatures, but we must 
get on God’s side and comply with His 
Word and plead His mercy, blood, and 
pardon for our sins, if we ever enter 
the gloryland, or expect to sing with 
the angel choir. We stand and sing 
with the choir down here, “When the 
saints go marching in, Lord, I want to 
be in that number.” But have we 
searched our lives through to see if we 
have paid all our obligations to God 
and sincerely put into practice His 
commandments? If so, we have the 
assurance that “when the roll is called 
up yonder I’ll be there.” 





The reason the Bible is a closed book 
to so many people is that it is so sel- 
dom opened by them. 

The most acceptable gift we can 
offer to God is ourselves, and if He 
really and truly gets us He will get 
all that goes with us.

NOT BE

Those who are called to the ministry 
are chosen of God to be set apart and 
dedicated for a sacred and spiritual 
service; for this service God has 
promised that the necessities of life 
shall be given him that he may be en- 
- couraged and enabled to perform this 
sacred and holy duty. 

It is a known fact that some have 
used their position in the ministry as 
a means to promote fraudulent 
schemes to obtain money, which is in- 
deed a*great sin in the sight of 
God. Any minister who manifests his 
greed for money is not worthy to bear 
the sacred title. 

The true and sincere minister of 
God does not entangle himself with 
the affairs of this life. God takes 
care of the fowls f the air which sow 
not, neither reap, nor gather into 
barns. He asked that we consider the 
lilies of the field, how they grow. 
They toil not, neither do they spin, 
and yet Solomon in all His glory was 
not arrayed like one of them. He also 
clothes the grass of the field which 
today is and tomorrow is cast into 
the oven, and then He makes a prom- 
ise that He will clothe us, and advises 
that we take no thought of what we 
shall eat, or drink, or wherewithal we 
shall be clothed. 

God who understandeth and know- 
eth all our needs would bankrupt 
Heaven before He would break one of 
His own sacred promises or let one of 
His faithful ministers starve or be 
naked. 


HE MUST NOT BE COVETOUS 

Covetousness implies excessive de- 
sire for what belongs to another. It is 
a greed for wealth, a craving for that 
which cannot be legally possessed. 
Covetousness has always been consid- 
ered a very great sin, and seemingly 
a very prevalent one. When God gave 
the law to Israel, one of the ten im- 
portant things He gave warning con- 
cerning was covetousness. So im- 
portant did God consider the mat- 
ter that He dedicated one of the ten 
commandments to it. 

“Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor’s house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour’s wife, nor his manservant, 
nor his maidservant, nor his ox, nor 
his ass, nor any thing that is thy 
neighbour’s,” Exod. 20:17. 

This commandment is the standard 
for the layman, and that of the min- 
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ister is therefore indeed no lower. The 
minister of the gospel must be satis- 
fied with his own—his own house, his 
own wife, his own personal property, 
and his own church of which he is 
pastor. 

Most ministers seem to be fairly 
free from coveting wealth. Their 
greatest temptation seems to be po- 
sition of honor, a better and bigger 
church to pastor, or a higher official 
position. Since Paul did not condemn 
a minister for desiring to pastor a 
church, I will not condemn him for 
wanting a bigger and better one. If 
there should be sin involved it would 
be in the method that the preacher 
might use in obtaining his desires. It 
is a bad sign, at about pastor-chang- 
ing time, to see a pastor continually 
running over to the other fellow’s 
church, and talking with the mem- 
bers, telling them what he would do 
if he were pastor. All such activities 
are outward manifestations of the in- 
ward sin of covetousness. 


HE MUST NOT BE A NOVICE 

“Novice” does not mean young in 
age. A novice is one newly converted 
to the faith, or one recently received 
into the church. 

A man of mature age might be con- 
sidered a novice under certain cir- 
cumstances. Likewise a young man 
may be an elder if he had started 
early enough in life, has the proper 
training and experience, and pos- 
sesses the necessary qualifications. 

In Paul’s warning against placing 
a novice in the responsible position 
of pastoring a church, he gave the 
reason why. There is a possibility of 
his becoming lifted up with pride and 
falling into the condemnation of the 
devil. 

Every minister must first serve as 
a novice before being promoted to the 
eldership or being placed in charge 
of souls. The young man must first 
serve as an evangelist or in some 
other ministerial capacity before he 
may legally and safely hold the of- 
fice of a bishop or pastor of a church. 
The novice must prove himself by 
serving with patience and _ sincerity, 
studying the Bible and other good 
books, observing the service and ac- 
tivities of the elders who are making 
success. It is no sin or harm for the 
novice to desire the office of bishop. 
Paul said he “desireth a good work,” 
and every young man who feels that 
he is called to the ministry ~nust 
strive to improve his ability and bet- 


ter qualify himself for the future 
work that God may have for him to 
do. 

HE MUST NOT DRINK WINE 

The pastor is prohibited from 
drinking intoxicants of any kind. In 
Paul’s day wine was very prevalent. 
Many people drank it, but Paul pro- 
hibited its use by pastors. 

The pastor must be very careful to 
give no offence by drinking or any 
other indulgence. In our day it is 
generally accepted as wrong for either 
pastor or layman to partake of stron 
drink, therefore there is little neces- 
sity of warning the present-day min- 
istry against this evil. 

CONCLUSION 

We have dealt with the six things 
that Paul warned Timothy that the 
pastors MUST NOT BE. This article 
will be continued next week on the 
nine things that the pastor MUST BE.

world in which we live is in a terrible 
condition. On every hand there is sin 
and its results; distrust and deceitful- 
ness invading our fair land. Never be- 
fore has there been such a vast need 
of workers who are willing to sacrifice 
and give their service in the vineyard 
of our Lord. They are needed to go out 
and combat the enemy who is going 

about seeking whom he may devour. 

I am convinced that the Northwest 
Bible School can adequately prepare 
workers fit for the Master’s use. Mak- 
ing the most out of life is the desire of 
each student who attends this great 
institution.
